On Sunday, December 10, 2017, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Lieutenant Minh 
Dinh, Sergeants John Adams and Francois Chang responded to Lancaster 
Sheriff's Station to investigate a use of force incident, wherein Suspect Rodolfo 
Gonzalez (Suspect Gonzalez) sustained a fractured right wrist. 


SYNOPSIS 


On December 9, 2017, Den M o2ssonaen and Sammie 
Wurm worked as unit 112D on the P.M. shift. They located an unoccupied stolen 
Toyota truck in the parking lot near an s station, at the corner of 
Avenue J and Division Street. i Wurm saw several 

icious individuals loitering near the stolen vehicle. According to Deputy 
AiAi- area was known for its gang, drug, and prostitution activities. 


Deputy M cquested backup and continued to monitor the stolen vehicle. 


While Deputies Een Wurm were monitoring the area, two persons 
entered the stolen Toyota truck and drove off. The driver of the stolen Toyota 
ruck was identified as Suspect Gonzalez. The passenger was identified as 
a 0 al Deputi M-n Wurm initiated a pre-stop 
coordination over Dispatch 15 [Exhibit A]. Within a few minutes, the following 


deputies joined the pre-stop coordination: Deputies Justin Boosalis and Tanner 
Harris (unit 113A); and Deputies Estevan Perez and Claudia Herrera (unit 112A). 


Lancaster Station's Watch Commander. Sergeant Michael Politano A 
and Watch Sergeant Jeffrey Hutchinson HEBER responded to the desk and 
established telephone communication with the Sheriffs Communicatio 

(SCC). Sergeant Hutchinson requested a helicopter unit as did te io 
however, the responding helicopter had an extended response time from Santa 
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Clarita area. Sergeant Layne Arnold (Unit 110S) heard the radio traffic and 
responded toward the area. 


Vehicle Pursuit: 


The stolen Toyota truck seemed to obey traffic laws as it traversed through 
residential streets during the pre-stop coordination. Deputies M-n Wurm 
initiated a felony traffic stop at the intersection of Hardwood Avenue and Avenue 
J-4. Suspect Gonzalez did not stop and continued driving north on Hardwood 
Avenue. failed to stop for a stop sign at Hardwood Avenue and Avenue J. 
Aat lll A Wurm initiated a vehicle pursuit of the stolen Toyota truck. 
The deputies saw Suspect Gonzalez turn left, going westbound against the flow 
of traffic in the eastbound lanes of Avenue J. Suspect Gonzalez’ reckless driving 
caused several vehicles on Avenue J to stop to avoid a traffic collision. Suspect 
Gonzalez crossed all lanes of traffic on Avenue J, and entered a parking lot at 
the northeast corner of Avenue J and 10" Street West. He sped through the 
parking lot diagonally and entered a vacant dirt field, east of the east sidewalk of 
10 Street West. At this time, Deputies] ind Wurm canceled their 
vehicle pursuit due to Suspect Gonzalez’ reckless driving. Simultaneous to the 
deputies’ self-cancellation of the vehicle pursuit, Sergeant Politano advised SCC 
to cancel the vehicle pursuit on the phone. All ground units discontinued this 
vehicle pursuit. The vehicle pursuit lasted approximately 45 seconds and 
covered a distance of approximately % of a mile [Exhibit B]. 


Seconds after the cancellation of the vehicle pursuit, Deputies end 
Wurm saw the brake lights of the stolen Toy illuminate. Believing the 
occupants were about to abandon it, Sopot lilac ises all units to “stand 
by.” Seconds later, the stolen Toyota truck drove off the east curb of 10" Street 
West and crossed all lanes of traffic into the opposing lanes. Serut <- 
confirmed the cancellation of this vehicle pursuit due to Suspect Gonzalez’ 
reckless driving. In the meantime, Suspect Gonzalez drove onto the west 
sidewalk and traveled a short distance before he hit a concrete wheelchair 
access ramp in front of 44539 10" Street West. The impact did not cause any 
damage to the Toyota truck nor the wheelchair access ramp. However, the 
undercarriage of the truck came to rest on top of the concrete wheelchair access 
ramp, making it difficult to drive away. 


Foot Pursuit: 


Once the stolen Toyota truck stopped, Suspect Gonzalez exited the driver's side, 
ran north on 10" Street d west on West Newgrove Street along the 
south sidewalk. witness lo exited the stolen Toyota truck on the 
passenger's side, but she stayed in place. She was subsequently arrested for 
possession of narcotics [Exhibit C]. 
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From a distance, the pursuing deputies realized the stolen Toyota truck was 
stuck on the wheelchair access ramp. They responded to the location and set up 
containment. Deputies Boosalis and Harris drove past Suspect Gonzalez on 
West Newgrove Street, and turned in front of him to block his path with their 
patrol vehicle. Su did not give up. He ran south into the driveway 
at Deputies Boosalis and Harris exited their patrol 
vehicle and chased him. Once Suspect Gonzalez jumped over a six-foot wooden 
fence at the rear of the property, both deputies stopped. The deputies held a 
north containment position and advised other deputies about Suspect Gonzalez’ 
last seen direction. This foot pursuit lasted approximately 34 seconds and 
covered approximately 112 feet [Exhibit D]. 


During a subsequent interview with IAB investigators, Suspect Gonzalez claimed 
when he was on top of the wooden fence, one of the deputies grabbed his shirt, 
causing him to lose his balance and fall onto the other side of the fence. As a 
result, he fell “flat” on his face, and immediately noticed his right wrist was 
broken. Suspect Gonzalez said he got up and ran south along the properties on 
the east side of Anvers Avenue. Suspect Gonzalez knew his right wrist was 
broken, because it “kept giving out” on him as he continued to scale additional 
fences. Deputies Boosalis and Harris both denied having any physical contact 
with Suspect Gonzalez to IAB investigators. 


While Suspect Gonzalez was running from the first group of deputies, Deputy 
Aaron Tanner (unit 113B) held a south containment position in his vehicle at 
Norberry Street and 12* Street West. At this position, he briefly saw Suspect 
Gonzalez running south on Anvers Avenue. Deputy Tanner checked the area 
and saw Suspect Gonzalez standing next to a cinder block wall of a property on 
the east side of Anvers Avenue, facing south. Deputy Tanner exited his patrol 
vehicle and ordered Suspect Gonzalez to stop and show his hands from a 
distance of approximately 35 feet. Suspect Gonzalez ignored Deputy Tanner 
and climbed the cinder block wall into the backyard of said residence. 


At this time, Deputy Grace Granados (unit 111) drove up and saw Suspect 
Gonzalez jump over the cinder block wall. Deputy Granados used her radio to 
advise Suspect Gonzalez was running south on Anvers Avenue. She saw 
Deputy Tanner walk parallel to Suspect Gonzalez’ direction of travel on the east 
sidewalk of Anvers Avenue. She noticed Deputy Tanner walked to the south 
side of the property. Moments later, Deputy Tanner peered over the second 
cinder block wall, climbed over it, and went out of her view. 


Deputy Tanner said he tracked Suspect Gonzalez’ movements from the 
sidewalk. He went south to the property's (south) cinder block wall and saw 
Suspect Gonzalez climb over it. Once Suspect Gonzalez dropped out of Deputy 
Tanner's view, Deputy Tanner made his approach and peered over the south 
wall. He did not see Suspect Gonzalez in the alleyway behind the south wall. 
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He knew the alleyway would lead him to 10" Street West where the other 
deputies were present. 


Deputy Tanner climbed over the south cinder block wall and ran down the 
alleyway. When he emerged on 10" Street West, he saw Deputy Perez standing 
on the street to his left. Deputy Perez yelled to him, saying Suspect Gonzalez 
was running south. Deputy Perez’ motions led Deputy Tanner to believe they 
would engage in a foot pursuit. Deputies Tanner and Perez chased Suspect 
Gonzalez south on 10" Street West, rounded the corner of a building, and 
continued west through a parking lot. 


According to Deputy Perez, he was approximately 30 to 40 feet behind Deputy 
Tanner at the on-set of this foot pursuit. Deputy Perez ran around the first 
building and into the parking lot, where he realized Deputy Tanner and Suspect 
Gonzalez had outrun him. He stopped running after Deputy Tanner, only 
because he saw two Sheriff's vehicles in front of them (it was later discovered the 
second vehicle was a civilian vehicle that resembled an under-cover Sheriff's 
vehicle). Deputy Perez did not radio broadcast he discontinued his foot pursuit 
and did not remember if he verbally told Deputy Tanner of the same. 


Meanwhile, Deputy Tanner closed the distance between him and Suspect 
Gonzalez when he believed Deputy Perez was still right behind them and two 
units were in front of them. Deputy Tanner caught up to Suspect Gonzalez. He 
reached out and pushed Suspect Gonzalez in the back. Suspect Gonzalez lost 
his balance and fell to the ground. This foot pursuit lasted approximately 69 
seconds and covered approximately 350 feet [Exhibit D]. 


Deputy Tanner used his hands to hold Suspect Gonzalez on the ground, pending 
the arrival of the additional deputies. Deputy Chad Perrigo (unit 11272) was in a 
marked SUV patrol vehicle in the parking lot. He saw the foot chase and drove 
over to assist Deputy Tanner. They handcuffed Suspect Gonzalez, without 
resistance. 


Deputies Zachary Anderson and Michael Thompson (Unit 112H) arrived and 
secured Suspect Gonzalez in the back seat of their patrol vehicle. Suspect 
Gonzalez complained of pain to his right wrist. He was treated in the field by the 
paramedics and taken to Antelope Valley Hospital, where he received medical 
clearance for booking. The deputies reported their actions and use of force to 
Sergeant Layne Arnold (Unit 110S).

Suspect Gonzalez sustained a right wrist fracture [Exhibit E]. The attending 
physician, Dr. Daniel Khodabakhsh, could not definitively determine the cause of 
Suspect Gonzalez’ wrist injury. He opined the wrist fracture could have been 
caused by falling off a six-foot fence, being pushed to the ground, or it might 
have been a pre-existing injury. Suspect Gonzalez had an abrasion and redness 
to his right knee, abrasions and scratch marks to his left shoulder, abrasions to 
his left elbow, and a minor contusion to the right side of his forehead.

2) Felony reckless evading (2800.2 CVC) 


Suspect Gonzalez was convicted of the felony reckless evading and sentenced 


to serve four years in the state prison. The first count was dismissed due to a 
plea negotiation.

Deputy irst saw the stolen Toyota 
ruck in the northeast parking lot of Division Street and Avenue J. Deputy 
MEE oscrbes this area as a “high-crime, narcotics” area, where gang 
members frequently hung out, sold drugs, guns, and engaged in human 
trafficking. The stolen Toyota truck was unoccu ied, but several people were 
loitering in the general vicinity. Deputy ll equested back-up for officer 
safety reasons. While they were monitoring the area, the suspects entered the 
stolen Toyota truck and drove away. 


Deputy EE otiowed the stolen Toyota truck and noticed two occupants 
inside the vehicle. He initiated a pre-stop coordination (Code 9) over Dispatch 
45. Upon the arrival of two additional units at Hardwood Avenue and Avenue J- 
4, Deputies AMan Wurm attempted to conduct a felony traffic stop. The 
stolen Toyota truck sped away at a high rate of speed, failing to stop for a stop 
sign at Hardwood Avenue and Avenue J. Seput ce lle Wurm initiated 
a vehicle pursuit of the stolen Toyota truck as it traveled erratically in a northwest 
direction, cutting across all lanes of traffic on Avenue J, forcing other motorists to 
stop abruptly to avoid a collision. Deputy EM advised SCC that they were 
cancelling the pursuit due to the suspect's reckless driving. Deputy a ic 
not believe “it was worth the public safety, putting the public in jeopardy” for a 
property crime. Once Deputy SE anceled the vehicle pursuit, the other 
two units also disengaged. 


Just as Deputy EEE canceled his vehicle pursuit, the brake lights of the 
stolen Toyota truck illuminated. Believing the occupants of the stolen Toyota 
truck were going to abandon the vehicle, he announced “stand by’ on his radio. 
Once he saw the stolen Toyota truck travel through a dirt field, jump over a curb, 
and go north on 10" Street West, he then realized the occupants of the stolen 
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Toyota truck continued to evade arrest. eS eN on the radio, 
about his cancelling of the vehicle pursuit. 


ty Wurm drove their patrol vehicle in the opposite direction, Deputy 

eae to watch as the stolen Toyota truck hopped a curb and 
became stranded on the west sidewalk of 10" Street West. Deputy M av 
a Hispanic male exit the driver's side, and a Hispanic female exit the passenger's 
side of the stolen Toyota truck. Both suspects ran north on the west sidewalk 
and out of his view. Seconds later, Deputy Mih card Deputy Boosalis say 
on the radio that he was in a foot pursuit of the suspect. Depie 
Wurm took a containment position at 12* Street West and Oldfield Street. While 
waiting at this containment spot, Deputy heard the suspects were taken 
into custody. Deputy A i not witness any use of force or foot pursuit. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy M- map of the area. Deputy 


outlined where the vehicle pursuit began and ended - See map at end of 
transcript. 


Deputy Sammie Wurm 


On September 7, 2018, Deputy Wurm was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Francois 
Chang at Lancaster Sheriff's Station. 


n December 9, 2017, Deputy Wurm was working as unit 112D with ner ll 

eC was the driver of their patrol vehicle. While 
driving west on Avenue J at Division Street, Deputy Mik ncckea the license 
plate number of a Toyota truck in front of them. They discovered it was a 
eee vehicle. When the SCC dispatcher asked for their status, Deputy 

dvised they were “Code-9” behind the stolen Toyota truck. Deputy 
[EEE asked for additional units before they attempted to conduct a felony 
traffic stop. She knew there were two occupants in the stolen Toyota truck as 
they traveled on Beech Avenue, and turned west on Avenue J-4. 


Once two additional patrol units arrived, Deputy Wurm activated her red lights 
and siren. The stolen Toyota truck turned right, going north on Hardwood 
Avenue, toward Avenue J. She recalled the stolen Toyota truck failed to stop for 
a stop sign, as it turned left to go west on Avenue J, in the east bound lanes. 
She heard Deputy M vise SCC that they were in pursuit of the stolen 
vehicle. The stolen Toyota truck suddenly cut across all lanes of traffic on 
Avenue J, and entered a parking lot east of 10" Street West. She recalled 
several cars had to abruptly stop on Avenue J to avoid a collision with the stolen 
Toyota truck. 


When the stolen ee truck traveled north through a dirt lot at the end of the 


parking lot, Depu ancelled the pursuit. Deputy Wurm stopped 
pursuing the stolen Toyota truck. She turned off her overhead lights and siren. 
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As she turned to go in the opposite direction, she saw the truck's brake lights 
illuminate. She believed the stolen Toyota truck was going to stop. She heard 
Deputy lannounce “stand by” on the radio, but she soon realized the 
stolen Toyota truck was not stopping. It traveled north on the east sidewalk of 
10" Street West, crossed all lanes of traffic, and got stuck on a raised wheel 
chair access ramp on the west side of 10" Street West. Deputy Wurm saw 
another patrol car going north bound on 40'" Street West toward the stolen 
Toyota truck. She noticed the driver and passenger doors of the stolen Toyota 
truck were opened. From a distance, she saw the male and female suspects get 
out, run north on 10" Street West toward West Newgrove Street, and out of her 
view. 


After losing sight of the suspects, Deputy Wurm heard Deputy Boosalis say on 
the radio that he was in a foot pursuit of the suspect. Deputy Wurm drove to a 
containment position at 12" Street West and Oldfield Street. They remained 
there until the suspects were taken into custody. Deputies Wurm and 
completed the required reports and notified the owner of the Toyota truck abou 
its recovery. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Wurm a map of the area where the vehicle 
pursuit occurred. Deputy Wurm outlined where her vehicle pursuit began and 
ended - See map at end of transcript. 


Deputy Justin Boosalis 


On August 15, 2018, Deputy Boosalis was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Francois 
Chang at Crescenta Valley Sheriffs Station. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Boosalis worked as unit 113A with Deputy Harris. 
Deputy Boosalis was the passenger. Deputies Boosalis and Harris responded to 
Division Street and Avenue J, regarding a known stolen vehicle that was located 
by Seoul en his partner. He later heard Deputy MEM c -stop 
radio communication. When they arrived, they assumed the secondary position, 
behind Deputy unit. They followed the stolen Toyota truck as it went 
south on Beech Avenue, west on Avenue J-4, and north on Hardwood Avenue. 
The deputies attempted to conduct a felony traffic stop of the stolen Toyota truck 
on Hardwood Avenue. The occupants of stolen Toyota truck tried to evade 
arrest as they sped up and did not stop for a stop sign at Hardwood Avenue and 
Avenue J. The deputies engaged in a vehicle pursuit. The stolen Toyota truck 
traveled in a northwesterly direction across five lanes of traffic on Avenue J. The 
stolen Toyota truck made “erratic” and “unpredictable” movements, as it traveled 
diagonally through a dirt lot on the north side of the parking lot and drove off the 
east curb onto 10" Street West. 


As soon as Deputy EEE ancetes the vehicle pursuit, Deputies Boosalis and 
Harris discontinued their involvement, by turning off their lights and siren. They 
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drove slowly across the dirt lot, trying to get back onto 10" Street West, without 
causing damage to the undercarriage of the patrol car. From his position, Deputy 
Boosalis saw the stolen Toyota truck travel across 10 Street West and onto the 
west sidewalk. Within seconds, the stolen Toyota truck stopped and its driver 
(Suspect Gonzalez) ran north on the west sidewalk of 10 Street West, toward 
West Newgrove Street. Deputies Boosalis and Harris continued driving north on 
40" Street West and turned left on West Newgrove Street. They stopped their 
patrol car just slightly ahead of Suspect Gonzalez’ position, cutting in front of him. 
As soon as they exited the patrol car, Suspect Gonzalez turned left and ran south 
down a long a driveway es Deputies Boosalis and 
Harris initiated a foot pursuit. 


Deputy Boosalis announced their foot pursuit on his radio, along with their 
location since Deputy Harris was running ahead of him. Suspect Gonzalez ran to 
a six-foot, wooden fence, and jumped over it. Deputies Boosalis and Harris lost 
sight of Suspect Gonzalez in the dark. They canceled their foot pursuit and 
remained at the fence to contain the area. Deputy Boosalis advised deputies of 
Suspect Gonzalez’ last known direction of travel, and his clothing description on 
his radio. He estimated their foot pursuit lasted five seconds and covered 
approximately 50 feet. Neither Deputies Boosalis nor Harris made any physical 
contact with Suspect Gonzalez. 


A short time later, Deputy Boosalis heard on the radio that the suspect was 
running south on 10" Street West. Since there was another unit at their location, 
Deputies Boosalis and Harris left this containment position and drove to 10" 
Street West. Soon, they learned Suspect Gonzalez was taken into custody. 
Deputy Boosalis did not use force on Suspect Gonzalez nor did he witness his 
partner use force. Deputy Boosalis heard someone say Suspect Gonzalez 
complained of pain to his arm as a result of falling and jumping over fences. 
Personnel from the fire department responded and treated Suspect Gonzalez at 
the scene. Deputy Boosalis remembered seeing what looked like an unmarked 
police car at the location of Suspect Gonzalez’ arrest; however, Deputy Boosalis 
realized it belonged to a civilian. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Boosalis two maps. Deputy Boosalis outlined 
on both maps, where the vehicle and foot pursuits began and ended - See maps 
at end of transcript. 


Deputy Tanner Harris 


On August 15, 2018, Deputy Harris was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Francois 
Chang at Lancaster Sheriff's Station. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Harris worked as unit 113A with Deputy Boosalis. 


Deputy Harris was the driver. While on routine patrol, Deputy Harris heard 
Deputy dvise on the radio that he was following a stolen Toyota truck 
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in the area of Avenue J and Sierra Highway. Deputy Harris responded and 
joined the pre-stop coordination as the secondary unit. Once the third unit 
arrived, they activated their red lights and attempted to pull over the stolen 
Toyota truck. The driver of the stolen Toyota truck led them on a short vehicle 
pursuit, after he failed to pull over and stop for a stop sign at Avenue J. The 
stolen Toyota truck traveled west on Avenue J, entered a parking lot at the 
northeast corner of 10" Street West and Avenue J. When Deputy M 
canceled the vehicle pursuit, Deputy Harris stopped and observed the stolen 
Toyota truck, as it traveled through a dirt field, in a northwesterly direction. The 
stolen Toyota truck went off the east curb of 10* Street West, crossed the street, 
and drove onto the west curb of 10" Street West. When the stolen Toyota truck 
stopped on a sidewalk, Deputy Harris saw Suspect Gonzalez get out and run 
from its driver's side. Suspect Gonzalez ran north on the west sidewalk of 10" 
Street West and turned left to go west on West Newgrove Street. Deputy Harris 
drove his patrol vehicle past Suspect Gonzalez on West Newgrove Street, and 
he stopped in a driveway further west to cut Suspect Gonzalez off. He hoped 
Suspect Gonzalez would give up; however, Suspect Gonzalez turned left and ran 
down a driveway, leading both Deputies Harris and Boosalis on a short foot 
pursuit. 


Deputy Harris ran in front of Deputy Boosalis, as Deputy Boosalis used his radio 
to announce their foot pursuit. When Suspect Gonzalez jumped over a six-foot 
wooden fence at the rear of the property, they stopped chasing him. Deputy 
Harris lost sight of Suspect Gonzalez and did not want to split up with his partner. 
Deputy Boosalis provided Suspect Gonzalez’ last known direction of travel on the 
radio. Deputies Harris and Boosalis remained at this containment position. 
Neither deputies had any physical contact with Suspect Gonzalez. He estimated 
their foot pursuit covered approximately 30 feet in seven seconds. 


A short time later, Deputies Harris and Boosalis heard Suspect Gonzalez was 
arrested on the radio. They left the containment position and drove to the 
location of arrest. Upon arrival, Deputy Harris saw Suspect Gonzalez in 
handcuffs as he was being escorted to a patrol car. Deputy Harris did not 
witness any use of force, but heard Suspect Gonzalez complain of pain to his 
arm. Suspect Gonzalez was transported to the hospital for medical treatment. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Harris two maps. Deputy Harris outlined on 
both maps where their vehicle and foot pursuits began and ended - See maps at 
end of transcript. 


Deputy Estevan Perez 


On August 15, 2018 Deputy Perez was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Francois 
Chang at Lancaster Sheriffs Station. 
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On December 9, 2017, Deputy Perez worked as unit 412A with Deputy Herrera. 
Deputy Perez was the driver. When Deputies Perez and Herrera heard a pre- 
stop coordination of a stolen Toyota truck over the radio, they responded and 
became the third unit to follow it. Upon arrival, he heard Deputy iMac vise 
they were going to stop the stolen Toyota truck on Hardwood Avenue. The 
stolen Toyota truck did not yield and continued to travel west on Avenue J from 
Hardwood Avenue. Being the third unit in line, he slowed down and yielded to 
cross vehicular traffic on Avenue J. 


Deputy Perez saw the stolen Toyota truck turn into a shopping center, at the 
northeast corner of 10" Street West and Avenue J. Due to Deputy Perez’ 
knowledge of the limited entry and exit points of this parking lot, he positioned his 
patrol vehicle on 10" Street West, north of Avenue J, while the first two units 
followed the stolen Toyota truck into the parking lot. Once Seu cc 
canceled the vehicle pursuit, Deputy Perez turned his car around to go in the 
opposite direction. As he did so, he saw the stolen Toyota truck get stuck on the 
west sidewalk of 10" Street West, south of West Newgrove Street. 


exit the driver’s side and a female Hispanic (Witness exit the passenger 
side of the stolen Toyota truck. Both suspects ran north on 10" Street West 
toward West Newgrove Street. Deputy Perez turned around, drove to and 
stopped behind the stolen Toyota truck. He saw Suspect Gonzalez run west on 
West Newgrove Street. He immediately advised Suspect Gonzalez’ movements 
on the radio. Deputies Perez and Herrera ran to the address, where they 
believed they last saw Suspect Gonzalez. They realized Suspect Gonzalez was 
“too far’ for them to engage į t pursuit. Deputy Perez returned to his 
vehicle and noticed ead a being detained by another deputy. 
Deputy Perez positioned himself on 10" Street West approximately 30 feet 
behind his patrol car. He noticed his partner was talking to Witness| 

nearby. 


From a distance away, Deputy Perez saw a male . (ext the Gonzalez) 


At this containment position, Deputy Perez saw Suspect Gonzalez emerge 
between two buildings, just south of him. After Suspect Gonzalez made eye 
contact with Deputy Perez, Suspect Gonzalez ran south and entered a parking 
lot further south of him. Within seconds, Deputy Tanner also emerged from 
between the same two buildings. Deputy Perez yelled to Deputy Tanner, telling 
him Suspect Gonzalez’ direction of travel. 


Deputy Tanner chased after Suspect Gonzalez, as did Deputy Perez from a 
distance of approximately 30 feet behind Deputy Tanner. When Deputy Perez 
turned into the parking lot where he last saw Deputy Tanner, Deputy Perez 
realized Deputy Tanner and Suspect Gonzalez had outrun him. Deputy Perez 
knew he could not “quickly provide assistance” to Deputy Tanner. However, 
Deputy Perez saw a marked SUV patrol unit, and what he believed to be an 
unmarked patrol car in front of Suspect Gonzalez. Believing the deputies in 
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those two patrol vehicles could assist Deputy Tanner since they were closer to 
Deputy Tanner than he was, Deputy Perez discontinued his foot pursuit. Deputy 
Perez did not recall if he had verbally advised Deputy Tanner about his 
discontinuing of the foot pursuit. Deputy Perez wanted to keep the air clear of 
radio traffic to allow Deputy Tanner the opportunity to use it if needed. Deputy 
Perez estimated his foot pursuit lasted approximately 10 seconds. After he 
stopped running, Deputy Perez vaguely saw the deputies take Suspect Gonzalez 
into custody from a distance away and in low light. Deputy Perez did not witness 
any use of force. He did not go to the terminus point of the foot pursuit, but 
returned to the stolen Toyota truck to work on the recovery report. Deputy Perez 
later learned what he initially thought to be an unmarked unit was a civilian 
vehicle. 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Perez two maps. Deputy Perez outlined on 
both maps where the vehicle and foot pursuits began and ended - See maps at 
end of transcript. 


Deputy Claudia Herrera 


On August 23, 2018, Deputy Herrera was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Francois 
Chang at Lancaster Sheriff's Station. 


cember 9, 2017, Deputy Herrera worked as unit 112A with her lll 
Deputy Perez. She was the passenger. Deputies Herrera and Perez 
were involved in the pre-stop coordination and the vehicle pursuit. 


As they drove toward 10" Street West, Deputy Herrera saw the stolen Toyota 
truck exit the shopping center, drive across 10" Street West into oncoming traffic, 
and hit a curb. The stolen Toyota truck came to rest on a cement ramp of the 
west sidewalk. Once the stolen Toyota truck became stuck, Deputy Herrera saw 
a male (Suspect Gonzalez) run north on 10" Street West to the next street. 
Suspect Gonzalez then ran west at the next street and out of her view. 


Deputy Herrera recalled they stopped approximately twenty yards north of the 
stolen Toyota truck. She ran to the street comer to see if she could find Suspect 
Gonzalez. Deputy Herrera knew Deputy Perez was behind her because she 
could “hear him the whole time.” Deputy Herrera did not see Suspect Gonzalez, 
but saw two male deputies run past her. She did not know if those deputies were 
actually going after Suspect Gonzalez, or they just tried to follow Suspect 
Gonzalez’ last known direction of travel. 


Deputy Herrera followed the two deputies and saw them look over a wall. Seeing 
nobody on the other side of the wall, Deputy Herrera returned to the stolen 
Toyota truck. She searched the female passenger (Witness J who was 
detained by Deputy Granados) and interviewed her. During this time, Deputy 
Herrera heard on the radio that Suspect Gonzalez was arrested within the 
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containment. Deputy Herrera could not remember if they were involved in a 
vehicle pursuit because she was too new in the field, but she did not engage in a 
foot pursuit after Suspect Gonzalez. She did not use force nor did she voii 


any force being used. The incident was a “big blur” for her since it was her 
BE 2 tre station 


IAB investigators showed Deputy Herrera a map, showing the areas where the 
vehicle pursuit occurred. Deputy Herrera could not recall if she was in the same 
area as seen on the map - See map at end of transcript. 


Deputy Chad Perrigo 


On August 29, 2018, Deputy Perrigo was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Francois 
Chang and Jeremy Carr at the Internal Affairs Bureau. He was represented by 
Mr. Ken Yuwiler from Rains, Lucia, Stern, St. Phalle & Silver law firm. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Perrigo worked as unit 112T2. During his shift, 
Deputy Perrigo heard radio traffic concerning a suspect (Suspect Gonzalez) 
fleeing from a stolen vehicle. He heard a deputy request a containment to be 
set. Deputy Perrigo responded to the vicinity and stopped south of Suspect 
Gonzalez’ last known direction of travel. 


While waiting in the area, Deputy Perrigo heard Suspect Gonzalez was running 
toward his location. Shortly thereafter, Deputy Perrigo saw Deputy Tanner 
chasing Suspect Gonzalez, and both of them were running toward his position. 
Deputy Perrigo could not recall the distance between him and where he first saw 
Deputy Tanner, but opined that he could have immediately assisted Deputy 
Tanner if needed. 


Deputy Perrigo drove his patrol vehicle out of the dirt lot toward Deputy Tanner 
and Suspect Gonzalez. While trying to move his vehicle around a fence, Deputy 
Perrigo briefly lost sight of them. When Deputy Perrigo looked up, he saw 
Deputy Tanner crouching over Suspect Gonzalez, who was lying on the ground 
by a concrete planter. Deputy Perrigo exited his patrol vehicle and ran to assist 
Deputy Tanner from a distance of approximately 15 to 20 feet. They handcuffed 
Suspect Gonzalez without further incident. Deputy Perrigo did not see Deputy 
Tanner use force against Suspect Gonzalez. 


Deputy Zachary Anderson 


On August 15, 2018, Deputy Anderson was interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Francois Chang at Lancaster Sheriff's Station. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Anderson worked as unit 112H with Deputy 


Michael Thompson. They responded and arrived at the terminus point of Deputy 
Tanner's foot pursuit. He saw Deputy Tanner kneeling next to Suspect 
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Gonzalez’ body. Suspect Gonzalez was already handcuffed, and he was lying 
on the ground face down. Deputy Anderson saw Deputy Tanner roll Suspect 
Gonzalez to the right and into a seated position. 


Deputies Anderson and Thompson grabbed Suspect Gonzalez’ arms and they 
assisted him to his feet without resistance. Deputy Anderson held Suspect 
Gonzalez’ right biceps, as Deputy Thompson held Suspect Gonzalez’ left biceps. 
While they were conducting a pat-down search of Suspect Gonzalez’ clothing for 
weapons, Suspect Gonzalez repeatedly said, "My arm is broken." Deputies 
Anderson and Thompson detained Suspect Gonzalez in the back seat of their 
patrol vehicle, requested medical personnel to their location, and advised their 
field sergeant of Suspect Gonzalez’ claim of injury. Deputy Anderson did not use 
force nor did he witness anyone use force. They transported Suspect Gonzalez 
to Antelope Valley Hospital for medical treatment. 


Deputy Michael Thompson 


On September 25, 2018, IAB Sergeant Francois Chang interviewed Deputy 
Thompson on the phone, because he was on an authorized leave of absence. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Thompson worked as unit 112H with Deputy 
Anderson. Deputies Thompson and Anderson were approximately three minutes 
away when they responded to an assistance request regarding a vehicle theft 
suspect (Suspect Gonzalez) running away from Deputy Wurm. 


Upon their arrival to 44469 10 Street West, Deputy Thompson saw the 
handcuffed suspect, lying face down on the ground. Deputy Tanner was 
kneeling next to Suspect Gonzalez’ upper torso, as Deputy Perrigo stood next to 
them. Deputy Thompson helped Suspect Gonzalez to get on his feet before they 
escorted him to their patrol car. When Suspect Gonzalez told them about his 
broken arm, Deputy Thompson requested emergency medical care for him. 
Paramedics from the Los Angeles County Fire Department responded and 
treated him in the field. Deputy Thompson did not ask Subject Gonzalez how he 
sustained his injury. Deputy Thompson did not use force nor did he witness 
anyone use of force on Suspect Gonzalez. Deputies Thompson and Anderson 
transported Suspect Gonzalez to Antelope Valley Hospital for medical treatment. 


Deputy Grace Granados 


On September 26, 2018, IAB Sergeant Francois Chang interviewed Deputy 
Granados on the phone, because she was on an authorized leave of absence. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Granados worked as unit 111. Deputy Granados 


was approximately seven to ten minutes away when she responded to the area 
following the vehicle and foot pursuits. 
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Deputy Granados drove to Anvers Avenue and saw Deputy Tanner exit his patrol 
vehicle. Deputy Granados parked her patrol unit approximately 10 feet behind 
Deputy Tanner's car, facing south. She saw Deputy Tanner run south toward the 
dead-end of Anvers Avenue. Deputy Granados also saw Suspect Gonzalez 
jump down, from on top of a seven-foot wooden fence, into a backyard of a 
house and out of her view. Deputy Granados advised Suspect Gonzalez’ last 
known direction of travel on her radio. She noticed Deputy Tanner did not 
immediately run after Suspect Gonzalez; however, he ran south in the same 
general direction, on the sidewalk in front of the house in question. When Deputy 
Tanner got to a cinder block wall south of said property, he looked over the wall, 
jumped over it, and ran east out of her view. Soon after Deputy Granados 
returned to her car, she heard radio traffic indicating Suspect Gonzalez was 
being apprehended. 


Deputy Granados said she did not follow Deputy Tanner over the cinder block 
wall, because their patrol cars were still on Anvers Avenue. Besides, Deputy 
Tanner's ride-a-long person (Witness} was standing next to 
Deputy Tanner's patrol vehicle. and she appeared to be confused. Deputy 
Granados told wines lll get back in the patrol vehicle and lock the 
doors. Afterward, Deputy Granados drove to where the deputies detained 
Suspect Gonzalez. She noticed numerous patrol vehicles and personnel from 
the fire department were on scene. Deputy Granados did not stop and drove to 
where the stolen Toyota truck was for a debriefing. Deputy Granados did not 
witness any use of force. 


Deputy Chantelle Telles 


On October 19, 2018, IAB Sergeant Francois Chang interviewed Deputy Telles 
on the telephone. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Telles was working as unit 111B. She heard 
radio traffic regarding a pre-stop coordination of a stolen vehicle. She responded 
to the terminus of the vehicle pursuit on 10" Street West.

Witness to stand up and put her h: hind her back. Witness 
complied. During the detention, Witness dmitted she was i ssion 
of illegal drugs. Deputy Telles handcuffed and searched Witness BM erson 


without any problem. Deputy Telles found suspected methamphetamine and 


narcotic paraphernalia in Witness| ossession. Deputy Telles arrested 
Witness} or the indicated charges [Exhibit C]. Deputy Telles escorted 
Witness o her patrol car and transported her to the station for booking. 
Witness, id not physical resist Deputy Telles’ efforts to control her at any 
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time. Deputy Telles did not use force on Witness Anor did she witness 
anyone use force during this incident. 


Sergeant Layne Arnold 


On August 23, 2018, Sergeant Arnold was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Francois 
Chang at Lancaster Sheriff's Station. 


On December 9, 2017, Sergeant Arnold worked as unit 110S. While on patrol as 
a field sergeant, he responded to Deputy M pre-stop coordination, which 
turned into a brief vehicle pursuit of the stolen Toyota truck. When Deputy 

terminated his vehicle pursuit, Sergeant Arnold drove to 10" Street 
West and West Newgrove Street, because the deputies were in a foot pursuit of 
Suspect Gonzalez. Shortly thereafter, he heard a second foot pursuit initiated by 
Deputies Tanner and Perez. Sergeant Arnold responded to the second location 
and arrived about 20 seconds later. 


Upon his arrival, Sergeant Arnold saw three deputies at the scene and Suspect 
Gonzalez was already handcuffed and secured in the back seat of a patrol 
vehicle. Deputy Tanner reported his use of force to him. Deputy Tanner said he 
made “contact” with Suspect Gonzalez while they were running. Consequently, 
Suspect Gonzalez fell to the ground and complained of pain to his arm. 
Sergeant Arnold asked Suspect Gonzalez about his arm injury. Suspect 
Gonzalez said his injury came from “the fall.” Since Suspect Gonzalez did not 
say whether he fell from a wall or a fence, Sergeant Arnold assumed the “fall” 
occurred at the terminus point of Deputy Tanner’s foot pursuit. 


There was no other use of force reported to Sergeant Arnold. During a 
debriefing of the incident, the involved deputies discussed radio communication 
or lack thereof. Deputy Tanner advised his radio was not functioning properly 
during the foot pursuit. Sergeant Arnold inspected Deputy Tanner's radio. It had 
a weak battery, causing it to only receive but not transmit radio communication. 


Sergeant Arnold knew there was a civilian vehicle in the area of arrest that 
looked like an unmarked police vehicle. He said it belonged to a local resident, 
who would listen to a police scanner and follow the deputies to calls-for-service. 
Sergeant Arnold attempted to locate witnesses to the incident, but found none. 


Witress i’ 


On July 26, 2018, Witness Mas telephonically interviewed by IAB 
Sergeant Francois Chang. 


On December 9, 2017, Witness! articipated in a ride-a-long program 
and rode with Deputy Tanner. Witness eard the vehicle pursuit on the 
radio, as Deputy Tanner responded to the location to help looking for the 
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outstanding suspect(s). Shortly thereafter, Deputy Tanner drove toward Anvers 
Avenue. Deputy Tanner sa uspect on the east side of the street when he 
said, “There he is.” Witness iii coked up and saw a male standing next to 
a wall. She thought the male was “trying to blend in...or go unnoticed.” Once 

Tanner exited the car, he and the suspect went out of her view. Witness 
BEE crrcincs inside Deputy Tanner's patrol car. She believed a female 
deputy arrived within a minute later, but Deputy Tanner and the suspect were 
already gone. Witness id not see the suspect again that night. About 
five minutes later, Deputy Tanner returned to get his vehicle. 


Witness M 


On July 26, 2018, Witnesefivas telephonically interviewed by IAB Sergeant 
Francois Chang. 


On December 9, 2017, Witness iiias A esiaent, who monitored 
the police scanner and owned the gray car that looked like an unmarked police 
vehicle. He heard the vehicle and foot pursuits on his scanner and drove to the 
location before it ended. He was present at the terminus point of Deputy 
Tanner's foot pursuit and witnessed the apprehension of Suspect Gonzalez. 


While sitting in his car in the parking lot, he saw the suspect running toward his 
position from a distance of approximately 50 feet. The suspect appeared to be 
drunk or tired. When Witness] sed the spotlight of his vehicle to illum 

the suspect, he saw Deputy Tanner running behind the suspect. witness jill 
placed his car in reverse in an attempt to get out of the way; however, the 
suspect ran around the back of his car. He noticed the suspect was tired. The 
suspect stumbled when Deputy Tanner reached out and “barely” touched his 
back. He saw the suspect run over a curb and fall on the ground. Afterward, 
another deputy arrived and helped Deputy Tanner take the suspect into custody. 
The suspect did not fight or resist the deputies’ efforts to arrest him. Witness 
was far enough not to hear what the deputies said to the suspect or each other; 
but, he was close enough to see the entire fifteen to twenty-second foot pursuit 
and arrest. When personnel from the fire department arrived at the parking lot, 
he drove off. 


Witness M 


On December 10, 2017, Witness [vas interviewed by IAB Sergeants John 
Adams and Francois Chang at Lancaster Sheriffs Station. 


On December 9, 2017, Witnes Minc with “Gizmo” (Suspect Gonzalez), 
between 10 A.M. and noon, at a café located near 10" Street and Avenue I. She 
asked him for a ride, and they used the Toyota truck to move her property. Later 
that day, they went to a café where they ate and played games. When they were 
ready to leave the café, they saw deputies in the area. She noticed Suspect 
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Gonzalez was “acting weird.” He told her about his arrest warrants, and said he 
did not want to get back in the truck because he did not want to get pulled over. 


Once they could no longer see any deputies in the immediate area, they drove 
off in the Toyota truck. A short time later, the patrol cars followed them on 
Avenue J at Division Street. Suspect Gonzalez became fidgety, so she 
repeatedly told him to drop her off. At this time Suspect Gonzalez said the 
Toyota truck was a stolen vehicle. witness Miske Suspect Gonzalez 
several times to let her out of the truck. He refused and said, “I'm not gonna 
stop. | hope you're ready to run.” At this point, the deputies still had not turned 
on their overhead lights as they drove onto Avenue J-4. Witness 

continued to plead with Suspect Gonzalez to let her out, but to no avail. 


As soon as the deputies turned on their lights and siren on Hardwood Street and 
Avenue J, Suspect Gonzalez drove into oncoming traffic on Avenue J. He turned 
into the “Doublz” parking lot, went off-roading, crossed 10" Street West, and 
collided into a curbi nt of a liquor store. Once the stolen Toyota truck 
stopped, Witness got out and saw Suspect Gonzalez run away. She 
remembered the deputies chased after him from a distance of 10 or 15 feet. 


Witness figremained at the scene and sat on a curb. When the deputies 
arrived, she stood up. The deputies told her to sit down. She complied and got 
on the ground with one knee. A female deputy grabbed her arms and 

handcut! r. She was searched and placed in the back seat of a patrol car. 
wines llc not resist arrest. She was uninjured and did not complain of 
any pain. Witness h clic ved Suspect Gonzalez’ arm was not injured before 
this incident because he had helped her unloaded her property earlier in the day. 
She mentioned his fingers being deformed “...like he has broken his hands 
before.” wines lls unsure if Suspect Gonzalez’ deformed fingers were 
on his right or left hand. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENT 
Suspect Rodolfo Gonzalez 


On December 9, 2017, at 2216 hours, Lancaster Sergeant Frank Arcidiacono 
interviewed Suspect Gonzalez at Antelope Valley Hospital. During this 

interview, Suspect Gonzalez denied kidnapping Witness ll He said Witness 

ncouraged him not to stop the truck when the deputies tried to pull them 
‘over. He finally stopped and ran from the truck because he had warrants for his 
arrest. He claimed he did not know if the deputies were chasing him. But, the 
deputies later “smashed” him on the ground. Suspect Gonzalez said his right 
arm was broken, and he complained of pain to his right knee. He said a deputy 
grabbed onto his sweater, causing him to fall on his face. As a result of this fall, 
Suspect Gonzalez felt numbness to his right arm. 
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On December 10, 2017, Suspect Gonzalez was interviewed by IAB Sergeants 
John Adams and Francois Chang at Lancaster Sheriff's Station. Suspect 
Gonzalez complained he was getting blamed for kidnapping Witness hen 
he did not kidnap her. When the deputies chased him, one of them held onto the 
back of his shirt as he tried to jump over a six-foot fence. As a result of being 
held by the back of his shirt, he fell “flat” on his face. Suspect Gonzalez said, 
“That's when | noticed that my fuckin’ wrist is broken already. Because once | 
tried to fuckin’ hop the fence and something it just went out and, and | know my 
strength, so | know it.” 


After falling to the ground, Suspect Gonzalez got up and kept on running. He 
knew his right wrist was broken, because he tried to jump another fence and his 
arm “kept giving out” on him. Suspect Gonzalez noticed his right arm did not 
have the strength he needed to climb over fences. Suspect Gonzalez felt pain to 
his right wrist as he could not even press against it. Suspect Gonzalez refused 
to continue with the interview because he was tired. He did not believe talking to 
IAB investigators was in his best interest. Suspect Gonzalez showed IAB 
investigators his injuries: minor cut and contusion to his right knee, abrasions to 
left shoulder and left elbow, contusion to the right side of his forehead. He 
claimed those injuries were caused by the deputies grabbing him and taking him 
to the ground. 


Involved Employee - Deputy Aaron Tanner 


On August 27, 2018, Deputy Tanner was interviewed by IAB Sergeants Francois 
Chang and Brian Godwin at the Internal Affairs Bureau. He was represented by 
Mr. Steven Welch from Rains, Lucia, Stern, St. Phalle & Silver law firm. 


On December 9, 2017, Deputy Tanner worked as unit 113B, with a civilian ride-a- 
long — Witness {EEE Deputy Tanner responded to the area when he heard 
the pre-stop coordination of a stolen truck, the subsequent vehicle pursuit as well 
as its cancellation. Deputy Tanner also heard the stolen vehicle had crashed 
and the suspect(s) were running from the vehicle. 


Deputy Tanner arrived in the area of 12'" Street West and Norberry Street for a 
containment position. At this position, he looked east on Norberry Street and 
saw a person running south on Anvers Avenue, beneath a street light. He 
noticed this person matched the description of the male suspect. Deputy Tanner 
advised his observation on the radio and drove to Anvers Avenue to search for 
the male suspect. Deputy Tanner used his patrol car's spotlight to illuminate the 
area. He found Suspect Gonzalez on the north side of a house, standing next to 
an east/west cinderblock block wall, facing south. The property in question was 
on the east side of Anvers Avenue. He saw Suspect Gonzalez hold his right 
hand up around the neckline, but Deputy Tanner could not see Suspect 
Gonzalez’ left hand. 
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Deputy Tanner quickly exited his car and ordered Suspect Gonzalez to show his 
hands. Deputy Tanner was approximately 35 feet away when he shouted the 
commands. Suspect Gonzalez ignored Deputy Tanner's orders and jumped over 
the cind all into the backyard of the property. Deputy Tanner asked 
wines ill stay in the patrol vehicle before he left her and walked along 
the sidewalk in front of the property. As he reached the south side of this 
property, Deputy Tanner saw Suspect Gonzalez jump over a second cinderblock 
wall and out of his view. Deputy Tanner ordered Suspect Gonzalez to stop, but 
Suspect Gonzalez did not comply. 


Deputy Tanner walked toward the second cinder block wall and peered over it. 
He saw an alleyway on the other side of the wall, leading to 10* Street West. He 
noticed Suspect Gonzalez was not in the alleyway. Deputy Tanner climbed over 
the wall and ran 75 feet to 10" Street West. As he emerged from this alleyway, 
he saw Deputy Perez on the north side to his left. Deputy Perez yelled, “Hey, 
suspect just took off running south.” Deputy Perez’ movements and statement 
led Deputy Tanner to believe they were going to engage in a foot pursuit. Deputy 
Tanner turned right and saw Suspect Gonzalez run into a parking lot, just south 
of them. 


Using his portable radio, Deputy Tanner advised they were in a foot pursuit. He 
ran to the parking lot and saw Suspect Gonzalez running west at a distance of 60 
to 80 feet away. Believing Deputy Perez was right behind him, Deputy Tanner 
continued running after Suspect Gonzalez. At one point, he saw what appeared 
to be a gray unmarked police vehicle with flashing lights, and a marked SUV 
patrol unit in front of him. 


Suspect Gonzalez ran toward the gray unmarked car as Deputy Tanner gave 
commands for him to stop. The gray unmarked car went in reverse, causing 
Suspect Gonzalez to slow down and run around the trunk of the car. It allowed 
Deputy Tanner to catch up with Suspect Gonzalez. When they ran past the 
unmarked vehicle and were approximately fifteen from its passenger side, 
Deputy Tanner reached out with his forearms and applied pressure to Suspect 
Gonzalez’ shoulder. The momentum of his push on the shoulder caused 
Suspect Gonzalez to fall onto the ground and land on his right shoulder. Suspect 
Gonzalez rolled onto his stomach with his right arm under his body. Deputy 
Tanner went down and placed his forearm across Suspect Gonzalez’ shoulders. 
Deputy Tanner applied enough pressure to prevent him from pushing up. Deputy 
Tanner knelt on Suspect Gonzalez’ right side as he removed his forearm and 
placed his shin on Suspect Gonzalez’ right shoulder. Deputy Tanner grabbed 
Suspect Gonzalez’ right elbow to bring his right hand to the small of his back for 
handcuffing. Deputy Tanner recalled Deputy Perrigo, who was the driver of the 
marked SUV, assisted him with handcuffing Suspect Gonzalez. Suspect 
Gonzalez did not resist. He allowed himself to be handcuffed and lifted up onto 
his feet. Deputy Tanner neither saw Suspect Gonzalez hit his head or face on 
the ground nor did he see Suspect Gonzalez use his right hand to break the fall. 
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Deputy Tanner reported his use of force to Sergeant Arnold at the inus point 
of the foot pursuit. Deputy Tanner then left to check on — | 


During Deputy Tanner's foot pursuit, he believed there was at least one deputy in 
the marked SUV Explorer, since it was facing him with its headlights on. Deputy 
Tanner believed the unmarked vehicle was also occupied since it moved back to 
block Suspect Gonzalez’ path. 


Deputy Tanner did not believe he was in a foot pursuit of Suspect Gonzalez as 
he moved along the east sidewalk of Anvers Avenue to see where Suspect 
Gonzalez was going. 


Deputy Tanner believed his foot pursuit began when he and Deputy Perez 
chased Suspect Gonzalez from an alleyway on 10" Street West. Deputy Tanner 
believed Deputy Perez was with him the whole time, since Deputy Perez often 
participated in the annual “Baker-2-Vegas’ relay. During the debriefing, he 
discovered his portable radio was not transmitting due to its weak battery. 
Deputy Tanner inspected his radio, and it appeared to be working properly with a 
fully charged battery. 
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
